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WESTERN DEVELOPMENT ; 
CANADA’S PROSPERITY 
Taking part in the debate om the 
budget in parliament on Friday, March 
22nd, Mr. Oliver spoke as follows. Fram 


Hansard: 

Mr. Frauk Oliver (Alberta). Mr. 
Speaker, as the announcement of the 
hon. minister of finance (Mr. Field- 
img) necessarily covers every depart- 
ment of the fiscal and commercial pol- 
iny and administration of the country, 
it! is only rcasonabje that the digcus- 
sion of thes: announcements should 
wander far and wide, a privilege which 
has been very fully availed of by most 
of the hon. members who have taken 
part in the discussion so far. But, 
while our discussion may cover a great 
deal of ground, our vote is narrowed 
down to the point of whether we shall 
endorse the ,o.i9y and administration 
expressed, by the iinance minister’s an- 
nouncements, or accept the resolution 
iv amendment moved by the hon. lead- 
er of the oppositioa (Mr, Borden, Hali- 
fax). In dicciding which we shall sup- 
port it is not nesessany, nog is it pos- 
sible, that we should al! absolutely 
agvee with ons or the other. In) any 
country, and particularly in a coun- 
iny so Widespread as Canada, there 
must necessaily be many points of 
viaw in regard to the policy of taxa- 
tion,the Lrade policy ana the fiscaj pol- 
iy of the couctiy. 1 assume that mem- 
bos ars ecected to this pariiament for 
the purpose of representing the severa. 
isterests and sections of the country; 
not ty cndeavoiirg to force absolute- 
ly thir parlicular views upon the 
whol. house so much as toj as far as 
possiole, find a common ground upon 
whish they can stand to work logether 
fo. the common good. I hope, then, 
that ia discussing ibe budget from the 
poict of view of the interests and the 
locality which | am particularly iden- 
tified with, I will not be accused of 


any less patriotism or any 
moe sectlonaiisin than any 
other hon. member, repuesent- 
ing special interests or a special 


locality. In discussing the question of 
taxation, of taxation raised by means 
of a tar*ff, we find that the full mean- 
ing and purport cf the taxation is nat 
ixjpresented merely, by the rate of duty 
no. by the average rate of duty. A 
certain level percentage rate of duty 
levied on all articles alike would be 
eminently unfair to those classes of the 
community who would e afiected by 
tha taiiff through their purchases of 
necessities rather than luxuries, A 10 
por cent duty on everything would be 
a greater burden upon the community 
at large than a 30 per cent duty ap- 
plied only to articles of luxury. So 
too, om the pratective side of the tariff 
—bacause a tariff, injso far‘ as it is a 
tariff, must necessarily be that far 
protective, or, possibly, destructive: 
Those industries which depend on an 
export market for their ultimate profit 
cannot by any possibility derive the 
same advantage from the protective 
features of the tariff as those indus- 
tries which depend cn the home mar- 
ket. So, there are and must be, very 
wide differenges in the point of view 
both in regard to taxation and({in re- 
gacd to protection. i need not tell the 
hon. members of this house that in 
that part of Canada Jying west of Lake 
Superior the purchase of necessities is 
immeasurably greater than the pur- 
chase of luxuries. I need not say that 
that part of Canada depends on the 
advantages it receives in the export 
market rather than on the advantages 
it receives in the bome market for its 
ultimate success. Therefore, wast of 
Lake Superior, the country needs low 
taxatiogd on necessaries and can af- 
ford low protection cn products; In 
otber words, the country west of Lake 
Superior is, ir its own interest, neces- 
sarily a low tariffeountry. I need not 
say that the country west of Lake “u- 
perior is not the only part of Canada so 
interested. Wherev",, in al! this broad 
Dominion, the majority of the preo- 
ple are buying necessaries instead of 
luxuries, and wherever, the prosperity 
of the producer depends upoa exports 
rather than upon home sales, the posi- 
tion is necessarily the same as that of 
“the country west of Lake Superior, and 
those interests are identifieg@ with a 
low tariff. 

As to the tariff which has been jut 
in foree by the present administration: 
ir{ so iar as that tariff has given to 
the consuming and export producing 
class vi this country relief from ihe 
burdens which they formerly bore, in 
so far it necessarily bar our support. 
Ixi so far as it has not dove that{ it 
rmoeessarily,; must meet with our criti- 
cism. Thore are features of the pres- 
ent tariff wiich some of us do not con- 
sider satigfactory. We believe that 
there are articles upon which the tar- 
iff is unfairly high, and if it were pos- 
sible for us to secure a reduction! in 
these particulars we would take such 


means as would secure that reduction. 


Having recognized the advantages 
which we have derived under the pire- 
sent tariff policy and administration: 
having stated the yoints on which we 
feel inclined to criticise that folicy, 
the questior’ for us to decide is: Where 
do we stand and how do we stand; in 
regard, to the aiternative proposition 
laced before us by the Jeader of the 
opposition? Are: we to look to that pro- 
position. for greater advantages than 
we enjoy under the tariff policy of the 
present admi.i ‘ration? I will not read 
the amendment to the house, because 
the house is no doubt familiar with :t. 
It is divided into three paragraphs, 
and if I might be allowed! to give my 
poor judgment in regard to the mean-~ 
img of those paragraphs, I wouid say 
that paragraph No. 1 declares for a 
protective tariff for all industries in 
Canada ; that paragraph No. 2 declares 
for trade advantages to be given 10 
all parts of the empire, and that para- 
graph No. 3 declares for a tariff war 
against all the rest of the world. For 
miy part I am a protectionist in prin- 
ciple and in practice. I believe that it 
is the business of any government to 
protect the interests of the country 
over which it is ca!ted to govern; ani 
if the leader of the opposition or if his 
friends behiud him, can show me a 
reasonable means whereby he can pro- 
tect and advantage at once the labor- 
ing, the agricultural, the manufactuar- 
ing, the mining and other industrial 
interests ‘. Canada *y a tariff adjust- 
ment, he can have my vote. 


Some hon members. Hear, hear. 


Mr. Oliver. But judged in the light 
ot past eveats; judged in the light of 
the events transpiring in this -ountry 
since the adoption of the so-called nro- 
tective tariff in 1878; our experience 
leads us to believe that so-called‘ na- 
tioual protection means pro‘ection for 
one class and one interest of the com- 
munity, and the sacrifice of every 
other. : 


Some hon members. Hear, hear. 


Mr. Oliver. It will be competent for 
our friends opposite toexplain jn what 
way they propose to advance the agri- 
cultural and mining interests of the 
west by changes in the tariff. They 
have not attempted to do sd yet, and 
wa would be glad to heéri from them 
on that point. The so-called protec- 
tive tariff; the mis-called nation] poi- 
icy was framed in 1878. It was fram- 
ed, we are given to understand, by a 
master hand and hy a masteg mund; 
but that golicv framed by a master 
hand and administered by a master 
miud oever did give protection ta the 
agricultural and mining interests of 
Canada any more than it did to any 
other of thos2 intertests and industries 
which depended wpon the export mar- 
ket for their success. 

As to the policy of mutual trade pre- 
ference within the empire, I would be 
glad to know how our friends propose 
to adequately protect every interest 
withim Canada, and at the same time 
provide for a trade preference 
throughout the emgire. 
pose: to get something foy nothing? 
The world has changed if they can 
get’ a preference throughout the em- 
rina without giving something in re- 
turn. And then I ask them: What in- 
terest which they have pledged them- 
selves here to abgoiutely and adequate- 
ly protest, are they going to sacrifice, 
anid in what measure are they} going 
ta sacrifice it, in order to secure this 
mutual trade preference throughout 
the empire. I would ask them fur- 
ther: What they propose to do about 
th> trade preference that exists at the 
present time %eiween Great Britain 
and Canada, I understand that our 
friends on the other side are not in 
favor of that trade preference, al- 
though they have not specifically de- 
clared themselves against it. We 
would ‘like them to come) off the fence 
and say just exactly what they) are 
going to do about it, because T would 
like them to understand that the prin- 
ciple of preferential trade with Britain 
as it stands at the present) time ap- 
peals to the views and, the interests of 
that section of the people of Canada 
who depend upon the exvort market of 
Great Britain for their ultimate suc- 
cess. Under the present preference, we

struction of Canada’s Northern a. 
cific will become a practical issue 
within ten years’ time. Therg ire 
sufficient natural resources to war- 
rant the construction of the suggegt- 
ed line, while the route will have sey- 
eral substantial geographical advant- 
ages. In regard to the natural re- 
sources that will be opened up; we 
may mention the timber areas of 
northern Quebec and the country to 
the south of Hudson’s Bay, the ex- 
cellent agricultural areas of the Peace 
river district, the mineral wealth of 
northern British Columbia, together 
with the fisheries cf Hudson’s Bay 
and the larger lakes and sivers of 
western Canada, Le Soleil of Que- 
bec iurnishes some interesting statis- 
ties about! the route, which it refers to 
as Canada’s future transcontinental 
line. The distance from Ohicoutimi 
to Port Simpson is placed at 2705, as 
against 3078 miles from Quebec io 
Vancouver, The whole of the Terri- 
tory traversed by the proposed route 
has been pretty thoroughly explored, 
with the exception of the district be- 
tween Moose Factory and 2 ppint 
north of Edmonton. There are no 
physical difficu'ties in the building of 
the proposed Gne, while the cumatic 
conditions are in certain respects, 
more favorable than those character- 
istic of the C. P. R. Observations 
taken during the winter of 1898-99 
show that ‘he country to the north 
of the Cariboo Mountains has a win- 
ter climate, with a mean temperature 
considerably higher than Winnipeg. 
Canada could with more confiden»., 
andcertainty ‘began the construction 
of a new transcontinental line 200

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"OF INTEREST TO FARMERS. 

On Wednesday, March 20th Mr. 
F. W. Thompson, general-man- 
ager of the W. W. Ogidvie) Milling 
Co., advised the degartment of agricul- 
ture ‘and immigration that having se- 
cured a number of carloads of oats 
from the Edmonton and other western 
districts to be sold as seed, in Mani- 
toba, and having disposed of some\/ of 
them, he was advised by farmers who 
had purchesed the same that only a 
small per centage, not more than 50 
per cent, of said oats germinated when 
tested. Mr. Thompson was exceeding- 
ly anxious that the seetl be'tested be- 
fore disposing of any more for crop 
failure of oats would be most dJeplor- 
able. The department of agriculture 
at once undertook ta test the oats, 
Twelve samrles were secured from Mr, 
Horne, grain inspector, who supplied 
other information as to where the oats 
had been purchased, One hundred 
seeds were selected from each’ sampile 
and given to Mr. Philpott, florist{ to 
test. They were sown on the 2ist imst. 
The following is a report of the test 
with tage of seed germinated:— 
Shoal lake, 83, Pilot Mound 91, Oatario 
90, Hobbema 45, Leduc 43, Wetaski- 
win 40, Calgary 40, Lacombe 23, ,Ed- 
monton sample “A” 17, Edmonton sam- 
ple “C” 12, [nnisfaii 12, Penhold 8, 

The finst sample tc appear above 
ground was the Shoal lake oats, on 


March 24. All samples were counted 
om March 29 with the above results. 
The figures represent the number of 
plants which had appeared ahove the 
ground on that date. Where the 
germination was good the growth of 
the plants was vigorous; where ger- 
mination was poor the growth was 

Samples were also given to Mr, Al- 
ston, but were not sowo until the 23rd 
inst. These samples are not far 
enough advanced to give a report, 
though the seed from Shoal lake, 
Pilot Mound and Ontario is well up, 
showing a proportion of germination 
similar to the above report, whilejon- 
ly a few grains from the other dis- 
tricts are showing. j 

It is only necessary to say 
would be folly for farmers to sow. 
oats that will not germinate. No 
doubt partial crop failures in the past 
have in many cases been on account 
of the poor seed sown. Farmers 
should) at once test all kinds of seed 
to be sown this year. 

The interests of the district, from 
an oat growing point of view, as well 
as the interests of the individual 
farmers, require careful individual 
tests to be made by grain growers, be- 
fore sowing their seed. If the wet 
weather of last season did injure the 
germinating qualities of the seed, it 
cannot be| known toosoon. If through 
error, or other cause, the tests made 
on the camples submitted were incor- 
rect that cannot be too soon kniawn 
as the interests of the district are too 
great to allow the report, if it is in- 
correct to get abroad. 

The Bulletin would be vleased to 
bear from farmers as soon as, thay 
hava made their tests. Grain can be 
germinated by spreading it over a 
piece of flanne’, laying another piece 
on tog and keeping the whole moist 
and in some warm piace.

IMPRESSIONS OF ALBERTA. 

The following letter appeared in a 
recent issue of the Monitor, of Highs 
gate, Ont., from the pen of a Strath- 
cona lady: f 

So many have questioned me relative 
to this part of the N.W. T., its mineral 
and agricultural products, climate, 
how we live, etc., that it, is unpossible 
to reply to them individuallyy If you 
will help! mz out by publishing as much 
of this as you think proper, for their 
satisfaction, you will confer a great 
favor, as I cannot neglect my old 
friends by leaving their questions un- 
answered, This leaves us all quite 
Well—in fact evetyone is well here— 
and one would not be far wrong in in- 
ferring that health is contagious, in- 
Stead of disease, Our doctors co not 
make many professional calls, but they 
make them count every time. It is a 
mixed question whether our goal 
health is due to climate or doctar’s 
fees, There} may be somet hing in the 
suggestion, whether induced by econo- 
my or negessity. 
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Nearly all varieties of small fruits, 
such as high and low bush cranber- 
ries, red and black currants, red rasp 
: berries, gooseberries, blueberries, sas- 
katoons, and rhubarb grow in abund- 
ance. The fruit we get from British

i and price, Uncultivated districts yield

During the summer months the coun- 
try round Edmonton is dotted with In- 
dian tepees. They hold their annual 
pow-pow here, and muster in hundreds, 
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materially reduced and the public pre- |

whith they offer forsale at £8 up. Dur- 
ing their celebration civilized garb is 
discarded for the native Dianket, ani 
soma of the braves adorn themselves 
with earrings, braids and fantastic 
paiating, minus the blanket. Game 
and water fowl are abundant. 

Prices for what we have to buy are 
about the same as in Ontario. Fashion, 
dress and society customs are the 
same. Our churches are Egiscopal- 
ian, Methodist, Baptist, Presbyterian 
and Roman Catholic. We have both 
Protestant and Catholic hospitals, 
pormal school, convent and high school. 

The Galicians, so greatly favored by 
our government, are dishonest _and 
filthy. Either mentally or morally 
they are little superior to their cattle. 
There may! be exceptions, but they are 
not common. We have a very much 
mixed population. The British islands 
and colonies, Norway, Sweden, Portu- 
gal, China, Japan, France, Germany, 
Russia, Holland, Austria, America—all 
contribute to make up the motiey 
crowd. Even) negroes find a filace 
here. They, are contented and happy 
and fairly prosperous, and think there 
is no place like Alberta.

UNCLEAN OATS. 


The following communication has 
been received by F. I’. Tims, secretary 
of the board of trade, from C, W. :Pet- 
erson, deputy commissioner of afir- 
eulture, Its subject matter is of vital 
importance to the farmers of ‘the dis- 
trict: 


I enclose herewith a sample of 
weed, seeds taken from a shipment oi 
seed grain, oats, sent from the Edmon- 
ton district to Wapella, The follow- 
ing noxious weeds are found therein: 
bail mustard, false flax and lamb’s 
quarters, 

I have thought it well to let you 
know, that a very considerable num- 
ber of complaints have reached, this de- 
partment recently, of dirty seed oats 
being sent from Kdmonton district, 1 
do not think there is any reasonaible 
doubt that the Edmonton district can 
produce seed oats second to none in 
the West and the shipment of such 
stuff as has come to the. notice of tke 
department this spriug, is calculated to 
do your district damage, In one or 
two cases it has been fourd necessary 
to prosecute the purchaser and, if the 
seed merchants in the Edmonton dis- 
trict persist im this course, you may 
safely consider your market in the 
easterg portion of the ° Territories 
ruined for all time to come | taka it 
for granted that your board is a prop- 
er authority to notify in thiq matter. 
I think it would be wisdom on the part 
of your board to bring influence to 
bear on local grain merchants, so as 
to induce them to have everly bushel of 
seed. grain cleaned before it leaves the 
district.

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C7AS BUNN RETURNS FROM THE ARCTIC 

Vbarlict Bunn arrived from the norih 
early Sucday morning. His case, to 
Ldm>~ton people, has been an inter- 
esting ome ever since the first report 
of his having beep fost was brought 
iz ty the Bell party iast fall. It was 
three years ago that Bunn left Ed- 
monton with the Chatfield party for 
the Yukon gold f‘elds, and hel is the 
last to.returo. To those of hig form- 
er acquaintances who have met him 
bere siace his return he appears much 
lighter than when he started north- 
ward, a shows the lines indicative 
of the trials he has recentlv undergone 
by accident, sickness and starvation. 


After leaving the Chatfield party, 
just prior to their return in the Spring 
of 1899, Bunn started from Paddle 
river, thea by canoe down ihe Peace, 
and on to Fort Resolution on Great 
Slave lake, After working there a 
season with Joba Kelly, of Edmonton, 
for Hislop & Nagi-, he attached him- 
self to the Bell geological survey par- 
ty, for the exploration of the Barren 
Lands, and tbe country beyond the 
Great Bear lake,. nod along the Dease 
and Coppermine rivers. With the cir- 
cumstances incident to his loss from 
that party our readers are al] familiar, 
as gleaned from reports brought in 
from the north from time to time dur- 
ing the winter. 

Deserted by his agsociate, Trombley, 
when he had disiocated his ankle, Bunn 
had a most painful and trying experi- 
emoe; one which would have caused al- 
most any man to give ug in despair. 
Voc eight days, through snow. and 
storm, he struggled bravely onward, 
without compass to guide him, and 
with the weather such that be could 
take no bearings from landmarks or 
sun, Through all he retained and 
faithfully protected the government 
pirty’s eritire records of the trip, which 
had been| entrusted to his care. 


After the Esquimaux had brought 
Buon to Billy Patton's post, Fort Nor- 
man hei spent a few weeks there, to al- 
‘low, his ankle to get well, and then es- 
jsayed to come with Patton on the 
latter's trip to Edmonton. His injury 
was such, however, that he was com- 
polled, to allow it further rest; and 
then resumed the journey. He made 
tha entire distance from Norman ‘to 
Athabasca, landing on foot, and came 
from the latter place by stagq to Ed- 
moaton, : i 

Burn speaks in high terms of the 
traders whom he met on the journey 
to this place, and of the treatment he 
received at their hands. He is still 
troubled by his injured ankle, but 
expacts to be able to go out again, 
having determined to return to the 
Aittic Circle, ( 

Notwithstanding the hardships that 
hs has lived through, hardships that 
would have kijled a less robugt man, 
Bunn looks comparatively healthy. 
He was asked: “Pow did 
you _ live during the eight 
days you were wandering! Did you 
get auy game i” . 

“No,” be rephed, “but I had some- 
thing to eat—Arctic grass and mMOss, 
but the moss wasn’t good eating. As 
for game, it was all around ,me. | 
could hit the antelope with stones, but 
I couldn't kiil them. IfI had just had 
a few cartridges for the rifle, I car- 
vied I would have been happy.” 

Of his wanderings be said: “When I 
got to the Indian (epee I had hardly 
any clothes on. I had ket tearing 
off and tearing off for w rappings fo: 
my feet; both pant legs were gone to 
the kuees and half my shirt, to protect 
my feet clambering over the rocks.” 

“The Indians I struck? Oh,, they 
were Yellowknives. Dhey are the on] y 


northern Indians on friendly terms 
with the Esquimaux. Nov, they are 
not a cleanly race. They gave me 


clothes to wear and other things that 
went with the clothes and which | 
didn’t count on; but, man, thas In- 
diars were sure good io me.” 

A few days after he had discovere:| 
the Iedian camp, Mr. Bunn got. them 
to take him back to the lact Samp of 
the party, at the spot where he had 
been Jost from. The Indians bad movy- 
ed their camp nearer in the meantime, 
and then the journey itseif occupied 
two days by boat and twa by land. 
The journey by all lund would have 
taken much fonger. It was about fif. 
teen days from the time he was lost 
until he returre@ to the camp. He 
then discovered the canoe, with ten 
cartridges and a fish hook; No food or 
other supplies of any kiod, nothing 
but the cartridges and fish hook: gnd 
the following “letter to a dead man” 
from J. M. Bell, leader of the party: 

“IT am afraid that this note is 
thoroughly uselcss and feel confident 
that you have long ago gone to an- 
other land. We have delayed here over 
a week searching for you, and Louis 
(the half-breed who deserted him) and 
Charlie Camsell have scoured the coun- 
try aronad where you were last seen, 
and now I think we must go if we 
want to get out of this rountry at all. 
Should you, however, by any chance. 
yet live, I am leaving the canve here 
a+ 2 chance for you to get aw ay from 
this dreadful glace, as well as trolling 
spoons and cartridges. I shall com- 
munloate at once on reaching civiliza- 
tio) with your relatives. I can’t un- 
derStand however you could have got 
away from us.” 

Finding the party had £01e Bunn 
returned with the Indians to their 
ise camp, remaining with them until his 
foot got beiier, when he engaged 
them to take him to Patton’s trading 
post, at Fort Norinan. i 

Of the! north and the ways of its in- 
habitants Mr. Buna has many inter. 
me esting stories to-tell. Great Bear lake 

is a magnificent body of warer. It 

* was supposed to be the third | rgest 

body of water on the American contin-

ent but in the light of Bell’s explora- 
tior was thought to be second. and 
Mr. Bunn is convinced that if it were 
fully surveyed it would be found to 
be the largest. The Great Bear river. 
emptying from the lake into the Mac- 
kenzie is a splendid stream. “It takes 
you four days to track up," said the 
returned traveller, “and you come 
dowm in four bours, if you can stay 
in! the canoe,” he added significantly. 


Fort Confidence, built by the Frank- 
lin exploration party in 1874, is still 
sianding and in excellent repair. Even 
the flag staff slili stands. “I cooked 
my coffee,” said Mr. Buna, “with wood 
hauled there in ’74.” 

The Slavey Inijans have a_ cold- 
blooded way of disposing of their aged 
women. When! a squaw gets too did 
to work she is turned out of the camyg; 
or left behind to die. Among the 
Slaveys a gupergtition exists against 
tha trapping of lynx or mink. The 
Indians will got kill a lynx nor skiu 
a mink. As a result many of these 
animals are found in the country of 
the Slaveys. The only pelts of mink 
brought to the traders are those 
caught by the old women who are 
turned adrift and who eke out! their 
existesse as best they can by snaring 
and tragping.

The women are gen- 
erally fairer in complexion and with 
blue eyes, though dark hair is univers; 
al throughout all the tribes. : 

Among the few curiosities Mr. Bunn 
brings out are specimens of the flora 
of the Arctic Circle, pretty yellow moss 
flowers and Arctic poppies and violets, 
the latter of the most delicate hue 
imaginable. 

A signed statement of the Iydians 
who rescued and .ared for the waader- 
er was taken at Fort Norman before 
the priest, missionaries and traders 
there. —

The council are 
content to have the building erected 
within a reasonable distance of the 
business centre, say between McDou- 
gall & Secord’s and the Alberta hotel, 
and so long asit ig erected within those 
limits ro objection will be taken, but 
they are prepared to object vigorously 
to any attempt to select a site out 
on the St. Albert trail, as was done fin 
the case of the land office.
